Funding plans fall through 


$500,000 grant for School Street Park denied

AGAWAM — The town’s plan to secure 
funding for the second phase of the School 
Street Park project hit a roadblock this week 
when city councilors announced at their 
Tuesday, Jan. 17 meeting that the town did 
not get a $500,000 grant it expected to re- 
ceive. 

Council President Christopher Johnson 
said he was told in an agenda review meet- 
ing that the $500,000 Parkland Acquisitions 
and Renovations for Communities (PARC) 
grant, for which parks and recreation Direc- 
tor Christopher Sparks applied in July, was 
not accepted. 

The Community Preservation Committee 
(CPC) passed a $2 million 
funding request for the Phase 
II construction of School 
Street Park at its Jan. 9 meet- 
ing and the issue was to go 
before the city council for fi- 
nal approval. The application, 
submitted by Sparks, includ- 
ed a proposal for open space 
that would benefit the com- 
munity as a whole. The total 
budget for the project was 
$2.3 million. The $2 million

in CPA funding that Sparks requested was 
needed to secure the $500,000 PARC grant, 
a reimbursement grant that is only given if 
the community appropriates 100 percent of 
the project cost. 

Councilor George Bitzas expressed disap- 
pointment that the town did not receive the 
grant. 

“I don’t know what happened there, but 
it’s a big loss for the park,” he said. 

The council opted not to move resolutions 
relating to the CPA on to its next agenda. 
Bitzas — a member of the Ad Hoc Commu- 
nity Preservation Act council subcommittee 
— said he wanted to meet with Sparks and 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen to determine the 
next step in the School Street Park project. 

“We should continue now and finish the 
park,” he said, adding, the longer the town 
waits to complete it, the more expensive it 
will be. 

“This should not be a deterrent,’ Bitzas 
said at the conclusion of the city council 
meeting. “This should not be a reason not to 
appropriate the money.” 

Bitzas said he hopes to see the park proj- 
ect funded through CPA monies, given that it 
satisfies CPA criteria. 

“Everyone in Agawam would benefit,” he 
said. “It’s a win-win situation.”

AGAWAM — Hard work and dedication 
defined 19-year old James Ivanov, who left 
Agawam High School with a Western Mas- 
sachusetts Division I heavyweight wrestling 
championship. 

Ivanov died tragically in a construction 
accident in West Springfield on Jan. 11. 

Friends and family gathered earlier this 
week to celebrate the teen’s life, recalling 
his great smile, his affinity for working with 
his father in construction, and for his work 
and dedication to the Agawam High School 
wrestling program. 

“When I met him when he was a freshman 
I told him if he worked hard that he would 
be a champion,” said former Agawam High 
wrestling coach Gary Geiger, who coached 
Ivanov through his entire high school career. 
“He had a great work ethic and even though 
he did not want to be a big guy, he was.” 

Geiger said Ivanov, a 2010 graduate of 
AHS, was not a typical heavyweight wres- 
tler, and that gave him an advantage over 
many of his opponents. 
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“He was very agile and he could really 
move around in the circle,’ said Geiger. 

Geiger said Ivanov had a great smile and 
kept it on even when he was working hard 
in the circle. 

“He had the biggest smile you would ever 
see,’ said Geiger. “He was always really hap- 
py and liked to have fun and joke around.” 

Geiger said Ivanov was close with his fa- 
ther and worked with him in the construction 
business. It was being good with his hands 
and working a tough job that helped to teach 
Ivanov discipline and hard work which trans- 
lated into success with his wrestling. 

“This was a kid who would work all the 
time, and he would work hard,’ said Geiger. 
“He was a great example to the other wres- 
tlers and often helped out the younger kids.” 

Ivanov took first place and second place 
on separate occasions in the Agawam’s host 
Phil Tomkiel holiday tournament held after 
Christmas each winter. The grappler fought 
injuries during high school and finally won a 
championship his senior year. 

Geiger recalled an event where Ivanov 
showed that he was going to become an 
eventual champion.

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Perry named council vice president 


Taking his seat at the table

AGAWAM -— The Agawam City Council has selected a 
new vice president, voting 7-4 to name veteran Councilor 
Dennis Perry as the legislative body’s second chair. He will 
serve a leadership role in the council for the first time in his 
tenure. 

Perry was voted in by the townspeople in November to 
serve his ninth consecutive term as a member of the council, 
and he still has the desire to work to make Agawam a better 
place to live. 

“I got involved in politics after I heard about a family that 
had difficulty getting a tax abatement from the town,’ Perry 
recalled. “I watched council meetings on TV and I started 
coming down and speaking during the Citizen’s Speak time 
and decided to get involved.” 

He ran unsuccessfully in 1993, losing his shot at a seat by 
40 votes. He ran again two years later and has not looked 
back since. 

Perry lets his actions speak for themselves and does not 
spend a lot of time politicking or campaigning during each 
election. He continues to be thankful to the townspeople for 
voting him to new terms on the council every two years. 

“I run on what I have done during my time on the council 
and I am very proud the people in town have supported me,’ 
he said. 

Perry has worked on several projects as a member of the 
council, but his biggest pursuit has been the reorganization 
subcommittee, which he started last year. The intention of 
the five-council member subcommittee is to review town

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departments and try to find opportunities to help condense 
resources and help save taxpayer money. 

As the vice president, Perry said he plans to help bring 
the council together along with new President Christopher 
Johnson to become more proactive and help watch taxpayer 
money through endeavors such like the reorganization sub- 
committee. 

“We need to work with the mayor and town departments 
to find ways to help save the town money,’ said Perry. 

Perry said a council workshop will also look at the coun- 
cil’s subcommittees and see if there are subcommittees that 
can be refocused and possibly condensed. 

“We have 20 different subcommittees right now,’ said 
Perry. “That’s way too many. We are going to look at ways 
we might combine the committees that have similar focuses 
and give them goals and purposes.” 

Possible combinations may be the zoning and ordinance 
subcommittees, and the rules and reorganization subcom- 
mittees. 

On being named the vice president after an unsuccessful 
nomination two years ago, Perry said he was pleased to re- 
ceive the vote of confidence from his fellow councilors. 

“Usually every two years, the councilors will talk to one 
another about being president or vice president,’ said Perry. 
“There was very little of that this year, but I did have interest 
in being the vice president.” 

On the council floor at regular meetings, Perry functions 
the same as the other councilors, but assumes the president’s 
rule in his or her absence, or in the event the president must 
yield his chair. Perry believes he has the experience to be in 
the role. 

“I have been on the council for 16 years,” said Perry. “I 
know the rules and I know how the council operates. I think 
I can guide the council forward during the next couple of 


years.” 

Perry said he is looking forward to working with Johnson, 
and said the two have already converged and begun talking 
about council goals. Charter review is among the major pri- 
orities for the council and Perry hopes a review will help 
modernize the council. 

“It’s been ‘business as usual’ for many years that I have 
served on the council,’ said Perry. “We get budgets and 
agenda items submitted to us from the administration. We 
need to change the role of the council and work more hand in 
hand with the administration in this town. We need to update 
our laws.”

Blood Donor Month 
Be a hero - give blood 


very two seconds, someone in the Unit- 
F: States needs blood. In order to meet 

patient needs, the American Red Cross 
needs to collect 22,000 units of blood each 
weekday and around 15,000 units each week- 
end. That’s a lot of blood. And as January has 
been designated as National Blood Donor 
Month, it’s fitting residents participate. 

Blood collections don’t last forever. In fact, 
blood has a shelf life of only 42 days; plate- 
let donations are even more perishable - they 
must be used within five days of collection. 

The entire donation process takes about an 
hour to complete, but actual blood collection 
only lasts 10 minutes. There are four com- 
ponents to the process, usually: registration, 
health history and mini-physical, donation, 
and refreshment. 

During registration, prospective donors 
will read about blood donation and will be 
asked to fill out a form with demographic and 
basic health information. After completing 
registration, a health-history interview will be 
conducted and donors will be given a mini- 
physical to check temperature, iron level, 
blood pressure, and pulse. 

A low iron level is the most common rea- 
son for deferral, so the physical is important. 

After the physical, those individuals who 
are accepted as blood donors will be prepped 
for the donation, which takes between 5 and 
15 minutes. One pint of blood is all that is col- 
lected from each person, but for every pint, up 
to three people would be able to receive blood 
products since the blood is separated into red 
blood cells, plasma and platelets. 

In this way, donating blood can help trau- 
ma victims, heart surgery patients, organ 
transplant recipients, premature babies and 
patients receiving treatment for leukemia, 
cancers and many other diseases. 

For the fifth year in a row, Dunkin Donuts 
has teamed up with the Red Cross for the 
“Give a pint, get a pound” campaign in which 
donors receives a free pound of Dunkin Do- 
nuts coffee at participating donation centers. 

All blood types are needed, especially type 
O negative. Individuals who are 17 years of 
age (16 with parental permission), weigh at 
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least 110 pounds and are in generally good 
health may be eligible to donate blood. High 
school students and other donors 18 years 
of age and younger also have to meet cer- 
tain height and weight requirements. Please 
remember to bring your Red Cross blood 
donor card or other form of positive ID to 
the blood drive. 

Residents don’t have to travel far to do- 
nate. The American Red Cross will host a 
community blood drive on Friday, Jan. 20 at 
Agawam Fire Headquarters, 800 Main St., 
from noon to 6 p.m. To make an appoint- 
ment, call (800) RED CROSS (800-733- 
2767).

Eddie Neilson grew up at 50 Monroe St., 
now number 85.

The Congregational Church minister lived 
at the top of the street. Mr. Dutton lived in 
the big old house on the corner of Willard 
Avenue. Later, David “Red” Monaghan’s 
(‘56) family lived there. Also on the street 
were the Oehlers, the Phelps and two Atwater 
families. (My dad had built our house in ‘49 
next to James Atwater.) Eddie’s house was 
right across from what is now the beginning 
of Elbert Road, but Ed said there was no street 
there when he was in high school. 

He and his friends had a basketball hoop 
there and most of the land used for Elbert Road 
was an apple orchard. 

Eddie was supposed to graduate from AHS 
in ‘40 with the girl he later married, Norma 
Swanson, but back then Harm Smith had a 
trick he used with a few of his players. Eddie 
dropped English in an earlier school year so he 
had to stay in school for a fifth year in order to 
get his diploma. 

Did I mention that Eddie was the quar- 


threw a pass to Eddie who 
caught it on the Turners 19 and scampered in 
untouched. Final score: Agawam 21 - Turners 
Falls 6. 

After going 8 - 0 locally, the Brownies trav- 
eled to Watertown, New York to play a high 
school team coached by one of Harm Smith’s 
college buddies, William Graf. Somehow Wa- 
tertown beat us 9 - 6. Eddie couldn’t find the 
story in his scrapbook and couldn’t remember 
how Watertown got nine points. 

On Thanksgiving, we were supposed to play 
Lincoln High School of Brooklyn, New York at 
Pynchon Park. A foot of snow fell just before 
Thanksgiving and the game was canceled. 

After AHS, Eddie entered the Army, serving 
until January of ‘46. He landed in France at the 
Battle of the Bulge and was lucky to survive. 
Back home, Eddie married his high school 
sweetheart, Norma Swanson ‘40 and they later 
had three children, Glenn, Nancy and Ted. 
Eddie has fond memories of Harm Smith. 
Harm would never chew out a player but would 
quietly say, “You looked like a chump on that 
one.” Another saying by Harm was, “Give me 
a few (ethnic term) and I can make a football 
team.” Hint: Pisano, Daglio, Loncrini. Eddie 
told me that Harm Smith had no love for Billy 
Wise, the Cathedral coach. 


Harm found out that Wise tried to get Joe 
Pisano to go to Cathedral. Didn’t work. Eddie 
worked for years for Armour Co. in Springfield 
and his picture can be seen on the wall of the 
Friendly’s in Westfield. On both sides of Ed- 
die (in the same picture) are the Blake brothers 
who founded the Friendly’s chain. 

Two days after our first meeting, Eddie and 
I got together with some notable Brownies: 
Judge William Walsh, Stu Safford, Stu Kibbe, 


Buddy Johnson, Jim Fenton, Jack Williams 
and Roger Leclerc. Admission was free but 
worth all the tea in China.

While Moquin came up with the plot for 
the film, it was Paul who turned the idea into 
a screenplay. 

“He has a story in his head and he’ Il write 
an outline and send it to me and Pll start 
writing the scenes,” said Paul, who has a 
degree in creative and professional writing 
from UMass.

Sparks was unavailable for comment at 
presstime. 

The CPA, which was approved by voters 
in November 2001, allows the town to assess 
a 1 percent surcharge of real estate taxes, for 
which the town receives a state match. At 
least 10 percent of funds must be devoted to 
each of three categories: affordable housing, 
historical preservation and open space pres- 
ervation. The remainder of the funds may be 
allocated to any combination of the allowed 
uses or for land/recreational use.

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AHS dropping foods courses, adding arts programs next year

AGAWAM — Revised state academic re- 
quirements for arts courses is forcing Aga- 
wam to eliminate its foods courses and in- 
crease its arts courses at the high school for 
the 2012-2013 school year. 

These changes are among several modi- 
fications that Agawam High School Prin- 
cipal Steve Lemanski said are being made 
to “maximize the placement of students in 
elective courses” and to help ensure that they 
are offered courses that will prepare them 
with skills essential to living and working in 
the 21st century. 

Classes within the Family and Consumer 
Sciences and Health Department that have 
introduced students to the fundamentals of 
nutrition and healthy eating habits as well 
as culinary arts courses that explore careers 
in the industry or international cooking 
techniques will be cut along with a nursery 
school management course. 

Lemanski told the school committee dur- 
ing a presentation at its Jan. 10 meeting that 
the foods courses, while popular, do not offer 
students training in 21st century skills. They 
also duplicate courses available to Agawam 
students at the Lower Pioneer Valley Educa- 
tion Cooperative (LPVEC), a regional edu- 
cation collaborative in West Springfield that 
serves Agawam and six other area school 
districts. 

With the foods courses no longer offered 
at AHS, Lemanski said students will be en- 
couraged to take more science, technology, 
and engineering courses as well as addition- 
al visual/performing arts courses. He added 
that two new visual/performing arts courses 
— history of rock and roll and history of jazz 
— will be offered in the next school year to 
appeal to non-performance students and 
increase the number of students taking arts 


courses. 

Unlike the food classes, arts courses 
— along with English language arts (ELA), 
foreign languages, history and social sci- 
ence, math, and science and technology/ 
engineering (STEM) — are one of the core 
course components of the Massachusetts 
Curriculum Frameworks. 

The state academic standards require that 
high school students perform at a proficient 
level in at least one of the four areas of arts 
(the study of dance, music, theatre, and the 
visual arts) in order to graduate. Students 
now must also have a full-year arts course 
rather than a half-year. 

“We need our students to take arts courses 
so they can graduate with those core require- 
ments. We’re looking to sacrifice classes in 
the foods areas to pick up students in the 
arts areas so they get what they need — and 
what’s being required of them — to gradu- 
ate,’ said Lemansk1. 

To meet demand for more art courses, he 
said a retiring physical education teacher 
— who also has taught a class in the family 
and consumer sciences area — will be re- 
placed next fall with a teacher certified in art 
subjects. 

Superintendent William Sapelli said it’s a 
matter of prioritizing. 

“The foods courses are popular classes, 
but the core is more important and it’s a 
regulation we must follow. If we could re- 
place both and money was not an object, we 
would. But at this point, we have to pick and 
choose, so we’re going with the one that is a 
requirement.” 

Lemanski said he and his staff will “do 
everything we can” to help place Agawam 
students who are interested in taking culi- 
nary arts courses at the LPVEC’s Career and 
Technical Education Center (Career TEC). 
Students can enroll at Career TEC as part 
of the process of their course selections at

He also said Agawam is proposing to make 
changes to the academic credit equivalen- 
cies AHS students receive in the Career TEC 
program to assure they receive appropriate 
credit toward graduation requirements. 

“This is long overdue. We needed to go 
over this and bring it up-to-date,” he said, 
adding that the program of studies will be 
updated to reflect changes in credit equiva- 
lencies. 

In addition to realigning some course 
titles and descriptions, Lemanski said other 
changes being made to program studies at 
AHS include: 

e Myths and legends, the study of mythol- 
ogy and ancient writings, is a new English 
course that will be offered to students in 
grade 11 and 12.

Dodge City, Kan. had been to the 
Rose Bowl Parade. The list went on and on.

New store offers quality recycled items, bargain prices

AGAWAM — If you’re looking for a great 
deal on brand-name merchandise, searching 
for a rare treasure, or thinking about buying 
recycled products, a new store in Agawam 
that also helps those in need could have just 
what you’re looking for at a bargain price. 

The store is one of The Salvation Army’s 
(TSA) newest Family Stores and Donation 
Centers. Located in the Agawam Towne 
Square shopping center on Springfield 
Street, it has been open since late October. 

Like other Family Stores run by TSA, the 
Agawam store offers shoppers quality items 
that include clothing, furniture, household 
goods, sporting equipment, toys, books, 
electronics, and other products.

$26,000 worth of gift cards. 

“You have to give back to your commu- 
nity because they help me by supporting 
my business. I give to everything, that’s my 
rule here,’ said Borgatti, Jr. “Baseball, Little 
League, events, tournaments, it’s very im- 
portant to me personally because I grew up 
in Agawam.” 

Less than a year ago, E.B’s started “Give
